CTA confiscates more than 200 U-Passes for fraud

Chicago college students caught giving or 
selling their discounted CTA cards to friends 
or strangers may end up losing the card and 
paying full fare until the next school year, the 
transit agency said. 

CTA President Forrest Claypool told re- 
porters Wednesday the CTA has been con- 
ducting stings at CTA rail stations across the 
system for five weeks to catch riders using 
ill-gotten free and reduced-fare cards. The 
agency has confiscated i,8oo cards in these 
stings and estimates the revenue from the 
fraudulent use of the cards to be $2.8 million. 

Of the i,8oo cards collected by Tuesday 
about 64 percent were free-ride cards that 
were supposed to be used by low-income 
senior citizens and people with disabili- 
ties. About II percent of the confiscated 
cards — 210— were U-Passes with pictures on 
the cards that revealed they didn’t belong to 
the carrier. 

The owners of the confiscated cards face 
losing their discounted ride privileges. A 
U-Pass owner can avoid a card suspension 
by showing the CTA a police report or some 
other documentation proving the card was 



taken or lost, and pay a $50 replacement fee, 
CTA spokeswoman Tammy Chase said. If the 
evidence bears out, they’ll get the card back. 

The CTA sent letters to owners of the con- 
fiscated cards, notifying them that the card 
had been used by someone else. Chase said. 

For college students, the letter “reminds 
them that under the 
CTA U-Pass contract, 
fuU-time students en- 
rolled at schools par- 
ticipating in the U-Pass 
program are entitled to 
unlimited rides while 
school is in session, but 
only they are authorized 
to use the card,” Chase 
said in an email to Red- 
Eye. 

Sixty colleges and uni- 
versities are enrolled in 
the U-Pass program, up 
from 50 in 2009, CTA spokeswoman Cath- 
erine Hosinski said. The CTA estimates there 
are nearly 129,600 students with U-Passes. 

U-Passes are good for up to five years and 
automatically reactivate when the student’s

next full term begins, Hosinski said. Cards 
cost $50 to replace. 

Claypool said the CTA initiated the stings 
after seeing a 20 percent spike in free rides so 
far this year; the agency is conducting an au- 
dit to determine the reason for the uptick in 
free rides. The agency found that some card 
holders were lending 
their cards to family or 
friends. 

“We found a person 
in her 20s using a senior 
citizen’s card.

We found a card 
being used by the card- 
holder’s spouse,” Clay- 
pool said during a news 
conference at CTA 
headquarters on the 
Near West Side. 

The CTA said secu- 
rity cameras outside stations caught people 
offering CTA rides for a $1. The seller would 
walk the rider to the turnstile, tap the dis- 
counted ride card and then go outside to sell 
more rides. 


There have been as many as three arrests 
related to the stings, but CTA Security Chief 
Jim Keating said police have “discretion” on 
whether they will arrest someone, give them 
a citation or just confiscate the card. 

The fines for a ticket for not paying a CTA 
fare range from $50 if the ticket is paid within 
seven days to up to $500, according to Steve 
Sheely assistant director in the city Depart- 
ment of Administrative Hearings. 

College students told RedEye the CTA has 
set up stings in the past week at the Division 
Blue Line stop in Wicker Park and the Fuller- 
ton stop on the Red and Brown lines in Lin- 
coln Park. 

Amanda Crane was heading home to 
Lakeview after her Nov 6 political theory 
class at DePaul when she was carded upon en- 
tering the Fullerton stop. 

Crane, 21, said CTA security asked to see 
her U-Pass to make sure the picture on the 
card was her. 

“I am all for a safer Chicago and creating 
safety in the city seeing three officers and a 
canine unit to check your Ventra was a little 
bit excessive,” Crane said.

Topless incident leads to lawsuit 


Woman sues Chicago 
over females’ right to 
bare breasts in public

A woman ticketed in August for going top- 
less during an event at Chicago’s lakefront to 
promote women’s rights to bare their breasts 
in public filed a federal lawsuit Wednesday 
claiming the city’s ordinance against the 
practice is unconstitutional. 

Sonoko Tagami, 41, is an ardent supporter 
of “GoTopless,” a nonprofit organization 
that “advocates for the right of women to 
appear bare-chested in public,” according to 
the lawsuit filed in U.S. District Court. 

For several years, Tagami participated in 
“GoTopless Day” in Chicago, appearing in 
public with “opaque body paint” covering 
just enough of her breasts to comply with 


the city’s decency law, the lawsuit said. At the 
most recent event in August, Chicago police 
issued her a ticket for indecent exposure, ac- 
cording to the suit. 

The case was heard by an administrative 
law judge last month, and she was fined $100 
plus $40 in fees, according to the suit. 

Tagami’s suit claims the city’s ordinance 
barring women from exposing “any portion 
of the breast at or below the upper edge of 
the areola” is unconstitutionally vague and a 
violation of free speech. The suit also alleged 
that since men are excluded from the ordi- 
nance, it violates rights to equal protection 
under the law. 

Her attorney Kenneth Flaxman, said Ta- 
gami had never had a problem at demonstra- 
tions in the city before this year. 

“She was out there for several years mak- 
ing a statement about the absurdity of the 


law, and each time she had opaque body 
paint and the cops thought it was cute,” 
Flaxman said. “1 guess this time the cops 
didn’t think it was OK.” 

A TbuTube video of the incident shows 
Tagami wearing a purple dress with the top 
pulled down and her breasts painted a pale 
white. A female Chicago police officer told 
Tagami in the video that she needed to pull 
up her dress or risk arrest. She eventually 
complied but was ticketed. 

Flaxman said the city’s ordinance needs 
to be rewritten. In addition to being hard to 
understand, it effectively bans clothing that 
many women wear daily from low cut dress- 
es to tops exposing the sides of their breasts. 

“There is a lot of clothing that women 
wear that is illegal under this law,” he said. 

Tagami has since moved to California, ac- 
cording to Flaxman. 


Illinois plans to shop 
on Black Friday

More than half of Illinois residents plan to 
shop on Black Friday or Cyber Monday this 
year— and 63 percent of them say they don’t 
stick to their budgets, compared with just 
55 percent nationwide. 

That’s according to a new survey from 
BMO Harris Bank encouraging consumers to 
commit to a financial plan for the competitive 
and popular post-Thanksgiving sales. 

“The best way to avoid overspending and 
taking on debt during this time is to build a 
detailed spending plan that accounts for all 
costs — from airfare to gifts— that will be in- 
curred,” said Alex Dousmanis-Curtis, head of 
retail banking at BMO Harris, in a statement. 

While Illinoisans may be less confident in 
their budgeting skills than the country as a 
whole, they do plan to spend less, according 
to the survey: an average of $353 on Black Fri- 
day compared with $418 nationwide. 

The bank noted in the report that consum- 
ers are expected to spend more this year than 
last year, but Illinois numbers don’t necessar- 
ily bear that out. Less than half of the sur- 
vey’s Illinois respondents said they planned 
to spend more this year on Black Friday and

Slain Ferguson teen*s 
dad seeks justice at U.N. 


The father of black teenager Michael Brown, 
shot dead by a policeman in Ferguson, Mo., 
in August, said Wednesday he and the boy’s 
mother had come to the United Nations in 
Geneva to seek justice for their son. 

In a statement issued through the family’s 
lawyer Darryl Parks, the parents said they 
had faith in the pending decision of a grand 
jury in the case, which sparked looting in the 
St. Louis suburb soon after the shooting, and 
opposed any violence. 

“Me and his mother have come to the U.N. 
to get redress for our son,” Brown Sr. told a 


news conference after a session of the U.N. 
Committee on Torture, which held a regular 
review of the US. record. “There couldn’t be a 
better place to do that.” 

Missouri Gov Jay Nixon said Tuesday the 
National Guard would be on standby in case 
of violence after a grand jury decides whether 
or not to indict white police officer Darren 
Wilson for the fatal shooting in Ferguson. 

“The Brown family continues to call for 
non-violence,” Parks told reporters in Gene- 
va. “They continue to feel the Grand Jury will 
do the right thing.”

BARS AND RESTAURANTS, WHAT’S THE 
FUTURE OF RIVER NORTH NIGHTLIFE?

F ewer than 15 years ago, River North was practically a no man’s land, forgot- 
ten between the Loop’s briefcase crowd and the Gold Coast’s old money Fast 
forward a decade, and lines hummed outside now-closed clubs such as Enclave, Cre- 
scendo and RiNo, all an eager swarm of 4-inch heels and cellphones. River North 
had arrived— and it wanted your money 


But in 2014, as boundaries between bars, 
restaurants and clubs blur, the future of the 
huge, lasers- and bass-driven club is less cer- 
tain. If the see-and-be-seen crowd can order 
a $300-plus treasure chest full of booze and 
a Dom Perignon bottle at Three Dots and a 
Dash or social media flex from a semi-seclud- 
ed table at The Aviary, what will River North 
clubs look like in 2015 and beyond? 

“I would not open another nightclub, I 
will say that,” said Billy Dec, CEO of Rockit 
Ranch Productions, who has been involved in 


River North nightlife since the early 2000s. 
“It’s a very hard business. Clubs have a very 
hard life span. Inherently, people want to be 
at the next new place.” 

Dec and Rockit Ranch still operate The 
Underground, a seven-year-old fixture of 
the downtown party scene that underwent a 
renovation last year. It’s telling that another 
of the neighborhood’s longest-running clubs. 
Sub 51, which Lettuce Entertain You opened 
in 2008, also is operated by a restaurant group 
and is comparatively small, at about 150 -per-

I’m introduced to dancers, more DJs, 
inodels of all kinds and people that I defi- 
nitely would say make their livings illegally 
i f I were out here trying to snitch.

It’s a good thing he doesn’t, because at a 
certain point, the booze kicks in and things 
get weird. Breasts are exposed. People get 
blacked out. Taylor ends up making out with 
a girl who showed up in our section. I end up 
getting pretty drunk. 

Chris doesn’t see anything changing 
anytime soon in River North. “Places like 
this aren’t going anywhere. They get the 
celebrities and athletes. Those folks have 
insane disposable income,” he said. “People 
want to be around that.” I can’t help but 
agree. While most don’t have the means to 
drop two months’ rent in a single night, those 
who do aren’t feeling bad about spending 
Eheir money however they want. If they keep 
vhowing up, then clubs will keep their doors 
open. Besides, spending a night half-drunk 
surrounded by gorgeous people isn’t a bad 
way to spend an evening.

Bill Nye tackles evolution but comes up short 



Back in the ’90s, 

Bill Nye the Science 
Guy made learning 
fun and interesting. 
Unfortunately fun 
and interesting are 
exactly what his new 
book isn’t. 

Inspired by a 
debate Nye had 
with creationist Ken 
Ham earlier this 
year, ’’Undeniable: 
Evolution and the 
Science of Creation” is a summary of evolution 
since Charles Darwin discovered the process 
more than 150 years ago. “Undeniable” touches 
on everything from the fossil record to stem 
cell research to genetically modified foods. 

First off, I want to make it clear that my 
dislike of the book has nothing to do with the 
topic itself, as I believe in evolution— that 
the Earth and all its living things, including 
humans, formed over billions of years of natural

processes. (Creationists, on the other hand, 
believe a divine being intervened to form Earth 
and its living things, an explanation that usually 
involves a literal reading of the Bible’s book of 
Genesis.) 

“Undeniable” turns into a 
deluge of science, punctuated 
occasionally by pop-culture 
references, shoutouts to 
MiUennials who first learned 
about projectile motion 
under the Science Guy’s TV 
tutelage. But while the fast- 
paced quirkiness worked well 
for a children’s sho^y it doesn’t 
translate well onto the page. I 
can’t imagine the fast flow of 
information would be digest- 
ible for anyone coming to the 
party with little to no prior 
knowledge of evolution. 

^t it’s these people who seem to be the 
intended audience ... even though Nye patron- 
izes and stereotypes creationists (all of whom 


apparently reside in the South) while disparag- 
ing their beliefs. If all creationists are as close- 
minded as he makes them sound, it’s doubtful 
any of the evidence he’s throwing at them will 
stick. 

And what about those of us 
who learned about the birds 
and the chimpanzees in high 
school? The book serves as 
a dull refresher course, just 
as riveting as the first time 
*yawn* around. The commen- 
tary is a little more colorful 
and politically tinged, but 
again, Nye goes for quantity 
over quality 

Despite being able to 
connect to evolution so many 
topics relevant today— vac- 
cines, deadly diseases and rac- 
ism, to name a few— almost 
all of these are squeezed into the final third of 
the book. Nye spends too much time waxing 
poetic about fossils (important in the story

of evolution, but still) and not enough on the 
topics readers could find most informative and 
useful around, say election time. 

For example, many chapters end with a “and 
that’s why we should use our votes and taxpayer 
dollars” spiel, without going into the specific 
policies that could help curb climate change, 
stop the use of genetically modified foods (Nye 
surprisingly is against this) or fund the space 
program. It’s not as if we can just check a box 
for NASA on ballots or tax forms. 

Still, props to Mr. Nye for continuing to 
make science accessible for a generation that 
gravitates toward casual commentary and 
quick-hit facts. But tackling all of evolution and 
its religious and political ramifications within a 
300 -page book is a tall order, and “Undeniable” 
undeniably falls short.

Any attempt to play a real person on screencomes with its chal- 
lenges. To become legendary physicist Stephen Hawking in “The 
Theory of Everything,” however, Eddie Redmayne (“Les Mis- 
erables”) had to do something like five performances in one. Eor 
the film opening Eriday Redmayne not only needed to master 
Hawking’s personality, mannerisms and ambition before being 
diagnosed with motor neuron disease (AES) in his early 20s, but 
the progressive impact of the disease on Hawking’s face, hands, 
voice (which he eventually lost following a tracheotomy) and 
body Not to mention the added pressure of Redmayne knowing 
the man he was portraying would see the finished product. 

Many already are predicting an Oscar nomination for the 
performance, for which Redmayne spent three or four months 
meeting with a specialist and patients at a London AES clinic. 

He also worked with a choreographer to “find a way of being 
specific to Stephen’s physical decline” and an osteopath to guide 
him throughout filming. At the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, the 
32-year-old English actor told RedEye, “The most interesting 
thing is as his body becomes less mobile, you are actually more 
energized from the performance point of view because you’re 
not just sitting. You’re actually finding filling positions, and his 
muscles in the face, they don’t relax. It’s about finding whole 
new ways of {using} those muscles that can still move, activating 
them. Weirdly, the most energizing moments of the film for me 
were when he was moving the least.”

ter off and get ready for the next scene. 


There was a lot of pressure and stress on you 
for this role. Is there an untold story about 
a nightmare you had or how the stress was 
weighing on you? 

I could write you a book of those stories. 

I suppose the worst for me was the night 
before we started filming. Because we weren’t 
shooting chronologically; I was jumping into 
different physicalities within different days. 
And our first weeks filming was the exteri- 
ors in Cambridge, so we were shooting at 
Cambridge University And on our first day 
filming the first scene was actually the scene 
that’s in the poster, so they’re young and 
he’s healthy and footloose and fancy-free, 
and then at lunchtime I was on two walking 
sticks, and then in the evening in the second 
wheelchair. So in one day it was putting all of 
those broad strokes of what the physicality 
was down, and I was so anxious the night be- 
fore that it got till like 4 in the morning and 
I still wasn’t asleep. I was going, “Do I take a 
sleeping pill? Em being picked up at 5, then 
Ell be completely groggy” and I was having a 
complete meltdown. It was the only night of 
my life in which I’ve not slept at all. 

You pulled an all-nighter before starting to 
shoot? 

I pulled an all-nighter. But weirdly one of the 
scenes was quite emotional, and I wonder 
whether the fact that I was so exhausted 
meant that it was easier to access that. 
{Laughs.} 

So you never had this experience on a differ- 
ent fiim with preparation that way? 

I mean. I’ve prepped in different ways. “Les 
Mis” was months of vocal coaching and 
trying to get those muscles working in order 
to be able to sustain them. And that’s the 
interesting thing about making films: It’s 
not about doing one take. It was the same 
with the physicality in this. You have to, as 
you were saying, be able to sustain it over {an 
extended] period. And every job comes with 
its challenges, but something about playing 
someone who is an icon but who’s living and 
who you know will see and judge the film, 
that was just that extra sort of weight. 

Were you ever so deep into it that you had to 
ask yourself, “How do I usually do this?” 

I did find it interesting— I’m not a method 
actor but aspects, it tends to be my girlfriend 
who will point out those physical elements 
that remain of the character. 

Like what? 

In this, it was just hand stuff actually The 
hands became a really important transition 
for me. And she would just notice that the way 
that I moved my hands would slightly alter. 
And then a month or three after the film, it 
sort of goes {away}. I try to have a bath at the 
end of each day and literally wash the charac- 


In fact, you said recently you’re never hap- 
pier than when you’re in the bath. Max Irons 
said something iike that as well. What is it 
with English guys and baths? 

Oh, did he? I don’t know I really don’t know 
It’s a time for thought and for contemplation. 

I mean it as far as with characters, when you’re 
playing characters, often you have makeup 
on you and even if you’ve cleaned that off at 
the end of the day there’s weird glue and all 
this stuff and somehow getting in the bath, 

I don’t know, it’s a very cleansing experience. 
{Laughs.} I don’t know We’re weird. I apolo- 
gize for the Brits. We’re very odd. 

It seems you’re your own worst critic and 
oniy see what’s wrong. Is it any different 
with this performance? 

Do you know what, it’s actually worse be- 
cause on this I had all these documentaries

of Stephen on an iPad and you would do all 
the work, but a lot of it would involve you 
by yourself in front of a mirror with the iPad 
really replicating some of his mannerisms 
and his character. And on this film, because 
we were shooting out of sequence, James 
{Marsh} the director allowed me to see all the 
rushes, all the dailies, to be able to trace the 
performance. Ultimately I suppose {in} some 
mad place in your mind you hope that you 
can get to absolutely believing that you are 
that person, but ultimately each day I’d be 
comparing the dailies to the footage and you 
never quite meet it. So it’s ultimately hugely 
frustrating, but one of the great aspects of it 
for me was after seeing the film, Stephen gave 
us his voice, and we’d used this approxima- 
tion whilst filming it and somehow using the 
slight difference in timbre when we used his 
voice to me elevated something, and I found 
it really moving, inching toward getting 
closer to {him}.

John Barrowman has made a career out of steal- 
ing scenes, from his iconic role as Captain Jack 
Harkness on “Doctor Who” and “Torchwood” 
to the villainous Malcolm Merlyn on The CW’s 
‘Arrow” As a newly promoted series regular 
for the superhero shoVs third season, fans can 
look forward to seeing much more of Barrow- 
man’s calculating character, who is training his 
daughter, Thea (VC^lla Holland) in all the tricks 
of the trade Malcolm learned from the League 
of Assassins, unbeknownst to Thea’s brother, 
Oliver (Stephen Amell). 

Oliver and Malcolm recently had a very 
different kind of encounter from their usuai 
showdowns. Is Malcolm feeling fairly confi- 
dent about throwing Oliver off his scent with 
Thea and assuaging his doubts about Sara’s 
murder at this point? 

Malcolm is taking control of the situation 
because he knows that he might be in need of 
help, and he knows he’s got a threat that’s out 
there, which is Ra’s al Ghul. That’s what really 
worries him the most, because Ra’s is the one 


that’s as powerful as Malcolm, that could kill 
Malcolm, so he needs to get a team around him 
in order to help fight this. But what he’s also do- 
ing is showing that he’s also got some kind of 
emotional connection, not only to Thea, but 
also to Oliver. ... 

How much danger would you say Thea 
is in, given the League’s vendetta against 
Malcoim? 

Well, if she’s connected in anyway to Malcolm 
and it’s found out, she’s in grave danger. And 
this is hypothetical, but then the easiest way 
to get to Malcolm is through Thea. ... So that’s 
one of Malcolm’s fears, because the one thing 
he promised Thea is, “I will always protect 
you.” And I think that’s what scares him the 
most— not what can happen to him, but what 
can happen to Thea. 

“Torchwood” is the only mainstream show 
I can think of that features an openly gay 
or bisexual male action hero— even a de- 
cade after the character made his debut on 
“Doctor Who.” What do you think of the cur- 
rent TV landscape, and do you think we’re 


approaching a time when a U.S. network will 
actually take that step? 

I love the fact that American television does 
have, per capita, the most gay men— and 
gay women— represented on television, but 
they’re all a stereotype, they’re all the same. 
And I don’t mean this in a bad way but the gay 
characters are all kind of effeminate, and we’re 


not all like that. And that’s one thing about 
“Torchwood” that broke the mold— he was 
a man who liked men, he was an action hero, 
and that’s why Captain Jack has become so 
popular, because people grabbed on to it. And 
I think there will be a network that will take 
that risk and make that step and it’s gonna pay 
off immensely for them.
